ST. Louis, Mo., March 4.—A City of 


Mexico special says that the Mexican 
g-overnrnent has commenced a rigid ex- 
amination of the trainmen and officials

Thursday, upon the parties to blame. 
The engineer, conductor and brake- 
men on the ill-fated train were exam- 
ined Friday, and fuller reports of the 
disaster are expected. 


The engineer was John Neufer, and 


the conductor J. H, Steele, both Amer- 
icans. 


The chief of police of Tenang'o, with 


some mounted rurales, had the bodies 
of the dead laid out on the bank for 
identification on the arrival of the re- 
lief train, and refused to permit them 
to be .brought to the city, awaiting- 
complete official examination of the 
scene of the wreck. 


The bodies, terribly—rnaii<jled, lie de- 


caying in the sun, piled up like cord- 
wood. 


The entreaties of friends and rela- 


tives.have thus far been of little avail 
in gaining1 possession of the remains of 
the unfortunate 
excursionists, the 


greater part of whom were buried Sat- 
urday in a great trench, which wasdug- 
near the track. 


So far as/can be ascertained, all the 


killed aud wounded were of the lower 
class. 


Xo persons of any prominence nor 


any foreigners were in the accident. 


The locomotive engineer immediate- 


ly disappeared, but was afterward 
captured at Chalco.

orevniled ou the levee here since last 
Jctober. 


The Markomannia was employing 


Negro labor when forty white men, all 
armed with rifles, and inarching in reg- 
ilar company order, appeared on the 
evee, shouting to the Negroes to line 
up, and then opened fire on them. 


Some of the Negroes jumped into the' 


river, but- most of them fled into the 
nolcT of the vessel, where they hid. 


The white -men continued to fire at 


them, and when Mr. Sievers, the-'chief 
officer of the vessel, who is a liueten- 
int in the German navy, protested in 
the name of the German empire, they 
Bred on him. 


The chief of police was telegraphed 


for. 
Under his care the Negroes were 


taken to the ferry landing, the armed 
whites following them. The Negroes 
were pla.ced upon the ferry and sent to 
New Orleans. Under the instructions 
from the agents, Mr. Sievers employed 
white men to finish the loading, but 
laid the matter before the German 
consul, and will telegraph a protest 
to the German ambassador at Washing- 
ton .

SENSIBLE SERMON. 


Rev. A. E. Johnson Talks on the 


Poisoned Press. • 


\Vh«t :N«t to Keart—The Printing Prc»» a 


Mighty ISnglno for Good, but in Mnuy 


CnH«g tho Prlnter'H l>»ivll Is tho 


]>ovir>* Prlnter-Tho »«vil u I«U- 


entry Fellow and Hint n Uni- 


versity of lUn Own. 


The sermon delivered by Rev. Arthur 


Edward Johnson last evening at Sixth 
Street M. E. church on "The Poisoned 
Press, What Not to Road" was a very 
sensible one, and contained much food 
for thought. 
The sermon was very 


moderate in its tone, and contained 
nono of that bitter, railing, denuncia- 
tion unfortunately too commonly in- 
dulgid. in by the pulpit in this day, and 
against which so many true earnest), 
r onest Christian meu and women are 
opposed. 
Rev. Johnson recognized the 


fact that tho printing press was a pow- 
eral factor in the udvaucement of 
mankind, but it did not follow that 
everything turned out by the press 
should be roud. Much that was printed 
was bad and would poison the mind of 
anyone who read it. We should be 
very careful in our choice of books. 
To'a large extent they would deter- 
mine the bent of our mind, the charac- 
ter of our lives. 


The attitude of the pulpit to the 


newspaper press should be that of a 
friend and ally, and vice versa, and to 
it large extent this was true. It was 
un unfortunate state of affairs, indeed, 
when the press and the pulpit were in 
open opposition. The press was never 
found railing at a' man for the Godly 
character of his life, and they were to 
bo commended for the manner in which 
they frowned down those who sought 
to make \iso of their columns for the 
purpose of carrying on sectarian con- 
troversy. 


The devil, however, was a literary 


fellow, and too often the printer's devil 
was tho devil's printer. 
He had a lit- 


erary school in which there were four 
courses, likened to freshmen, sopho- 
more, junior and senior, and persons 
graduating from this school received 
tho degree D. D. — Doctor of Damna- 
tion, ' The first course was to accustom 
the mind to look,Aipon crime without 
shuddering, and the chief text-book of 
this course was the daily newspaper. 
If tho papers printed tho facts of crime 
in all their naked, hideous reality, it 
would be all right, but they were ac- 
customed to dress the facts up in choic- 
est rhetoric and make the crime appear 
as though it wore an heroic deed. In 
this way the public come to look upon 
crime as though it were an ordinary 
thing. Tho text-book in tho second 
course of the devil's university was tho 
illustrated newspaper, such as is sold 
in Portsmouth and every other city to 
the youth of the land. Tho stories in 
these had their foundation in some 
police court tragedy, from 'which an 
alluring romance had been woven to 
corrupt tho youth of tho land. Rev. 
Johnson presented an analysis of the 
contents of one of these papers he hud 
purchased. 
Among other things, it 


contained an account of an attempted 
outrage, about an assault on a minis- 
tor, told as though tho assailants were 
heroes; the mystery of an illegal birth 
and tho like. 


The next 01- junior course was the 


dime or half dime novel. 
Those were 


a step in advance of the illustrated 
story paper in that they were purely 
immagiuary. 
Au analysis of tho con- 


tents of one of these showed two or 
three murders a highway robbery, a 
sMluctiou, an elopmcnt. etc., etc. The 
fourth 
and 
last class issued 
as 


text books are that class of books 
about which little can be said—the 
kind that a boy kept inside his coat 
and secretly handed you at school and 
which you hid in some pocket and 
waited until everybody else was in bed 
and then strike plight in your room 
and read. These were the books the 
mail would not carry but unfortu- 
nately express companies would, and 
which 
wore 
being ' dessocninated 


throughout the land by tho thousand 
today. 


In concluding Rev. Johnson said that 


wore he a parent he would know what 
his boy was reading, and would exert 
himself to direct him in tho right path. 
He would not allow a Sunday newspa- 
per in his home. It was not so much 
that all tho work of getting them out 


. was done on Sunday, for it wixs not, 


but it was tho time consumed iu read- 
ing thorn on Sunday and the character 
of tho literature usually contained in 
tho Sunday newspaper. Rov. Johnson 
told how he onco took dinner with one 
of his official board on Sunday, and how 
that member offorod him a Sunday pa- 
per to road not twenty minutes after'he 
had come out of his pulpit 
The recol- 


lection of this made him very indig 
nant and he denounced tlje matter as 
tin insult.

Showing the Financial Condition 


or the N. & W. Issued 


By President n'n«l Receiver KlnibaU Sun- 


day—Receiver Asked for to Forestall 


Action on the Part of Several Prln. 


clpnl Creditorn of the Uond—In- 


'foresting Figures. 


President and Receiver Kimball, of 


the Norfolk and Western railroad, has 
issued his official statement concerning 
the Bnaneial condition of the railroad. 
Among other things the statement says 
that: "By reason of the serious busi- 
ness depression which 'has been general 
throughout the country, the develop- 
ment of truffle aud revenue upon the 
new lines has been retarded, and even 
upon the older portions of the line bus- 
iness interests have been so seriously 
affected, and the selling price of all 
commodities so low, that in order that 
the operations of, and shipments from, 
various mining and other industrial en- 
terprises could be continued it was 
necesaary that tho rates of freight be re- 
duced, as was done for the same reason 
by all the roads of the country; thus, 
notwithstanding the fact that the com- 
pany's traffic and its gross earnings 
have increased, by reason of tne in- 
creased mileage, operated, and increased 
tonnage transported at lower rates, 
two-thirds of the company's traffic be- 
ing in coal and coke, the net earnings 
seriously decreased. 


"The 
interest charges, rentals, ear 


trust payments, aud sinking funds pay- 
able during the year 1895, aggregate 
about S?!, 000,000 more than the netearn- 
ings of 1804, and by reason of the ina- 
bility of the company tu earn its fixed 
charges during the two preceding years 
and by the business conditions gener- 
ally prevailing aud the loss of confi- 
dence in the company's ability to meet 
its obligations, the company's credit 
was so impaired and the mnrket prices 
of its securities so much affected, that 
the management of the company were 
unable to make the necessary financial 
provision. Under these circumstances 
the finance committee sought the ad- 
vice of those who, by reason of their 
large interests in the company's securi- 
ties and their knowledge of the com- 
pany's resources, as well as by their 
financial experience and judgment, 
were best fitted to recommend what 
course would, under the circumstances, 
be to the best interests of the company 
aud its security holders," 


The history of the events leading up 


to the receivership is contained in tlie 
statement, in the shape of a letter 
from President Kimball to the com- 
mittee to examine into the financial 
condition of the road, giving a com- 
plete statement of the , company's con- 
dition. The reply from the committee 
stated that it was thought the situa- 
tion could best be met by malting a 
reasonable roducl ion in the rate of in- 
terest on the more recent issues of the 
company's (bonds. 
The committee 


recommended that action be taken by 
the board of directors to. protect the 
interests of all concerned.' 
The board 


of directors having these communica- 
tions before them, and having notice of 
an • intention on the" part of a trustee 
under several of its principal mort- 
gages to file ;i bill for Vhe appointment 
of a receiver, determined that the in- 
terests of all concerned would be pro- 
moled by tho appointment of a re- 
reiver to take charge and control Of 
its property and manage the 5ame 
until

made with its creditors and its finan- 
cial embariissments removed, or, failing 
such arrangement, such other action 
as should bo for the benefit^of all con- 
cerned.
